FIRST  ANNUAL  REPORT. 


Among  the  legends  of  fairy  lore  is  one  of  a  nut,  which  if 
found  and  cracked  at  the  right  time  by  the  right  person,  will 
reveal  a  diamond. 

Nine  months  ago,  December  12th,  1870,  the  first  organized 
movement  toward  a  “Women’s  Christian  Association  of  Phila¬ 
delphia”  was  made  by  a  few  earnest  women,  whose  minds  were 
directed  to  the  subject  by  H.  Thane  Miller,  Esq.,  of  Cincin¬ 
nati,  John  Wanamaker,  Esq.,  and  others. 

The  arduous  work  attendant  upon  the  formation  of  a  new 
society  occupied  about  a  month.  During  the  month  of  January 
the  meetings  were  visited  by  two  prominent  members  of  flourish¬ 
ing  societies  in  neighboring  cities.  The  question  under  discus¬ 
sion  being,  “  How  shall  we,  small  in  number  and  inexperienced, 
proceed  to  establish  our  Boarding  House,  apparently  our  greatest 
present  need?”  they  begged  to  offer  the  following  suggestions, 
drawn  from  the  experience  of  their  own  societies  :  “  Select  a 
suitable  building,  ladies,  and  purchase.  Do  not  wait  for  the 
money;  it  will  come.  Secure  your  house,  furnish,  open  and 
fill  it ;  you  will  find  it  the  strongest  appeal  that  can  be  made. 
Your  work  is  noble,  and  the  ground  for  faith  sure.  Go  forward 
with  strong  faith  in  prayer,  and  you  cannot  fail.”  The  nut 
was  cracked  at  the  right  time.  At  subsequent  meetings  elo¬ 
quent  appeals  and  references  to  the  work  of  other  societies 
wTere  made  by  our  own  managers.  In  less  than  six  months  our 
House,  neatly  and  comfortably  furnished,  was  opened  free  of 
debt;  and  at  the  end  of  three  additional  months,  we  found  it 
containing  forty  happy  inmates,  being  filled  to  its  utmost  capa¬ 
city,  and  self  supporting.  We  speak  of  this,  not  in  the  spirit 
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of  self  gratulation,  but  for  the  encouragement  of  many  of  our 
more  timid  sister  societies  in  other  cities. 

Fully  realizing  that  no  success  is  attained  without  great 
earnestness,  the  members  of  the  executive  and  various  other 
committees  have  been  indefatigable  in  their  attendance  upon 
the  weekly  committee  meetings.  Ladies  whose  summer  resi¬ 
dences  were  distant  from  the  city,  spent  here  two,  sometimes 
more,  days  of  each  week,  that  the  interests  committed  to  their 
especial  care  should  not  be  neglected. 

Looking  back  upon  what  has  been  accomplished  in  so  short 
a  time,  with  so  little  experience  and  preparation,  as  step  by 
step,  tremblingly  yet  confidently  we  went  forward,  we  feel  our 
progress  has  been  beyond  our  most  sanguine  expectations;  but 
as  synthesis  comes  before  analysis  in  God’s  order,  and  practice 
before  theory,  so  we  realize  that  our  success,  under  God,  is 
owing  to  each  one’s  doing  promptly  and  to  her  best  ability,  the 
work  allotted  to  her. 

A  few  extracts  from  the  minutes  of  the  monthly  meetings 
will  give  some  idea  of  the  progress  of  the  work. 

January  11,  1871. — On  motion,  decided  that  the  Building 
Committee  be  instructed  to  select  and  secure  a  house  at  once, 
relying  on  Divine  aid  for  means.  A  lady  present  immediately 
subscribed  five  hundred  dollars;  this  was  responded  to  by  six 
hundred  and  fifty  additional.  The  meeting  then  adjourned,  all 
feeling  the  occasion  had  been  one  of  deep  interest. 

January  25,  1871. — Chairman  of  Building  Committee  re¬ 
ported  that  the  refusal  had  been  obtained  of  a  house  on  Filbert 
Street,  which  seemed  very  suitable  for  the  desired  purpose. 
After  some  deliberation  it  was  decided  to  purchase  at  the  cost 
of  $10,500,  subject  to  an  irredeemable  ground-rent  of  $1800. 

February  8,  1871. — The  purchase  of  the  house  was  reported 
by  the  Building  Committee ;  also,  that  after  consultation  with 
a  number  of  builders,  the  following  alterations  were  recom¬ 
mended  : — That  additions  be  made  to  the  back  buildings  by 
extending  them  fourteen  feet,  and  raising  the  entire  building  to 
four  stories,  thus  giving  accommodations  to  sixteen  additional 
boarders.  A  crude  estimate  of  the  expense  placed  it  at  $3200  ; 
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with  favorable  weather  it  could  be  finished  in  six  weeks.  These 
suggestions  met  the  approval  of  the  Managers,  who  after 
authorizing  the  Committee  to  proceed  without  delay,  agreed  to 
raise  the  necessary  fund. 

March.  8,  1871. — Treasurer  reported  receipts  amounting  to 
$5923  ;  expenditures,  $2276  27.  Thus  far  we  were  more 
than  meeting  our  liabilities.  After  singing  the  doxology  the 
meeting  adjourned. 

April  12,  1871. — An  appeal  was  made  by  the  President  for 
contributions  toward  furnishing  the  house,  which  was  promptly 
responded  to  by  pledges  for  every  room  by  different  churches 
throughout  the  city,  with  two  exceptions — one  being  pledged 
by  the  pupils  of  Misses  Ivutz  and  Latta’s  school,  and  the  sick 
room  by  Mrs.  Jewett,  of  Ohio. 

May  12,  1871. — Treasurer  reported  receipts,  $7076  08  ;  ex¬ 
penditures,  $1590- — leaving  a  balance  of  $5486  08.  The 
large  amount  of  receipts  during  this  month  was  owing  to  a  con¬ 
tribution  of  $5000  from  Wm.  Bucknell,  Esq.,  as  a  memorial 
to  his  deceased  wife. 

June  14,  1871. — Chairman  of  Building  Committee  reported 
that  the  house,  according  to  contract,  was  finished,  and  placed 
in  the  hands  of  the  Committee  June  1st. 

Owing  to  changes  in  the  plan  of  alterations,  extending  back 
sixteen  feet  instead  of  fourteen  feet,  and  repairs  in  the  front 
building,  the  cost  amounted  to  over  $5000,  and  the  contract 
was  extended  to  June  1st.  Valuable  services  as  advisors  were 
rendered  by  Mr.  Wm.  Burr  and  Mr.  Benj.  Price,  the  latter  as 
architect,  donating  one  half  of  his  bill  to  the  association.  The 
builder,  Mr.  Samuel  R.  Richards,  was  also  exceedingly  accom¬ 
modating,  cheerfully  making  numerous  little  repairs  and  altera¬ 
tions  not  included  in  the  contract. 

Furnishing  and  Supply  Committee  reported  that  through 
the  liberality  of  different  churches  and  individuals,  the  house 
was  furnished  and  ready  for  occupancy. 

Can  we  not  with  such  a  record,  say  that  He  in  whom  we 
trusted,  in  whose  hand  is  the  silver  and  gold,  opened  the  hearts 
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and  made  the  hands  of  his  servants  willing  to  help  in  the 
emergency. 

Like  the  turning  of  the  eye  away  from  the  dust  and  vapors 
of  earth  to  the  clear  shining  of  the  stars,  so  will  the  weary  soul 
turn  from  the  remembrance  of  worldly  thoughts  and  deeds  to 
the  promise,  “As  ye  did  it  unto  one  of  the  least  of  these,  ye 
did  it  unto  me.’’ 

We  rejoice  in  our  beautifully  yet  modestly  furnished  board¬ 
ing  house,  and  in  the  comfort  and  happiness  of  its  inmates,  who 
appear  to  appreciate  the  Christian  love  and  sympathy  that  sug¬ 
gested  it. 

How  frequently  is  the  uncultured  soil  of  a  young,  innocent 
heart  converted  by  hardship  and  neglect  into  a  barren  waste, 
affording  an  inviting  field  for  a  rank  growth  of  irrelicdon  and 
sin.  Our  aim  is,  with  the  sunshine  of  love  and  sweet  south 
wind  of  sympathy  to  transform  these  waste  places  into  fruitful 
gardens  for  our  Lord. 

In  the  scentless  flowers  of  the  field  we  have  the  origin  of  the 
garden  exotics,  whose  beauty  thrills  us,  and  whose  subtle 
fragrance  fills  us  with  delight ;  not  to  one  who  walks  with  care¬ 
less  eye  through  woods  and  fields,  but  to  the  minute  inquirer 
will  the  inherent  beauty  of  every  flower  that  blows  be  unveiled, 
and  the  peculiarity  of  structure  that  fits  it  for  its  destined  place 
and  purpose.  In  the  private  Committee  Box,  to  which  access 
is  had  only  by  the  few  ladies  appointed  for  the  purpose,  cares, 
perplexities  and  sorrows  have  been  exchanged  for  words  of 
sympathy,  advice  and  loving  counsel. 

Family  worship  is  conducted  daily  in  the  Boarding  House. 
Inmates  are  expected  to  attend  divine  service  once  on  Sabbath  ; 
a  more  frequent  attendance  is  recommended.  Our  object  is  to 
exert  a  Christian  influence,  yet  to  leave  to  those  influenced  that 
freedom  of  thought  and  action  that  best  tends  to  a  true  develop¬ 
ment  of  noble  character. 

“The  wicked  boasteth  of  his  heart’s  desire.  Under  his 
tongue  are  mischief  and  vanity.  He  sitteth  in  lurking  places 
of  the  villages ;  in  the  secret  places  doth  he  murder  the  inno¬ 
cent  ;  his  eyes  are  privily  set  against  the  poor  ;  he  lieth  in  wait 
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secretly  as  a  lion  in  his  den — he  doth  catch  the  poor  when  he 
draweth  him  into  his  net.  He  croucheth  and  humbleth  himself 
that  the  poor  may  fall  by  his  strong  ones.” 

A  few  weeks  after  the  opening  of  our  Boarding  House  appli¬ 
cation  for  admission  was  made  for  a  young  girl,  seventeen  years 
old,  who  had  left  her  home  in  the  interior  of  Pennsylvania  to 
seek  her  living  in  the  city.  Our  Employment  Committee  was 
not  then  fully  organized,  but  through  a  friend  she  obtained 
employment  as  machine  operator.  At  .the  end  of  a  few  weeks 
the  offensively  free  manner  of  her  employer  obliged  her  to  give 
up  her  situation,  and  she  accepted  a  position  as  hook  agent. 
Her  manners  and  appearance  were  prepossessing ;  she  was  ac¬ 
costed  on  the  street  by  the  manager  of  an  establishment  needless 
to  mention,  who,  after  commenting  on  the  value  and  uncommon 
beauty  of  her  hair,  offered  her  tickets  of  admission  to  his  place 
of  entertainment,  and  every  possible  inducement  to  become  an 
employee  until  fit  for  an  actress.  Perplexed  and  distressed  she 
returned  to  the  boarding  house ;  her  nervousness  and  want 
of  appetite  at  the  tea  table  were  observed  by  her  friend  and 
confidante,  who  was  an  earnest  Christian.  She  saAV  her  danger, 
and  writing  to  a  lady  of  wealth  and  benevolence  in  the  State  of 
Hew  York,  received  the  reply,  “  Send  the  girl  to  me.”  She  is 
now  preparing  for  a  teacher. 

The  vast  mountain  of  wickedness  casts  its  dark  shadows  all 
around  us,  but 

“The  small  continual  creeping  of  the  silent  footsteps  of  the  sea 

Mineth  the  wall  of  adamant,  and  stealthily  compasseth  its  ruin.” 

Our  Employment  Committee  is  witnessing  daily  the  neces¬ 
sity  for  the  immediate  establishment  of  training  schools  for 
young  girls.  Much  of  the  want  and  suffering  among  this  class 
is  owing  to  the  fact  that  unskilled  labor  is  a  drug  in  the  market; 
with  an  opportunity  to  fit  themselves  for  a  trade  or  profession 
they  would  be  under  no  necessity  to  seek  employment  as  a 
charity.  A  number  of  situations  have  been  obtained  for  worthy 
applicants — two  as  household  help  in  respectable  families. 
One  other  case  deserves  especial  notice.  It  is  that  of  a  young 
Englishwoman  who  accompanied  her  husband  to  this  country 
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several  months  ago,  and  with  him  sought  in  vain  for  employ¬ 
ment  in  Boston  and  New  York.  Coming  to  Philadelphia  she 
was  directed  by  the  “  Young  Men’s  Christian  Association,”  to 
whom  her  husband  had  applied,  to  our  Association.  Money 
was  advanced  to  prevent  their  being  turned  into  the  street,  and 
being  found  fully  competent  she  was  offered,  and  gladly  accepted, 
a  situation  as  milliner’s  assistant,  at  $10  per  week. 

As  one  who  stands  upon  a  promontory  looking  over  a  bound¬ 
less  expanse  of  ocean,  with  a  busy  city  at  his  back  and  a  bright 
sky  overhead,  so  do  we  see  our  work  in  its  vast  proportions 
spread  out  before  us,  look  back  with  pleasure  upon  that  already 
accomplished,  and  with  eyes  turned  heavenward,  behold  span¬ 
ning  all,  the  rainbow  of  hope. 

A  building  suitably  located  for  a  Restaurant,  Temporary 
Lodging  Rooms,  accommodation  for  our  Employment  Commit¬ 
tee,  and  an  Association  Hall,  is  our  present  aim.  Diligent  in¬ 
quiries  have  revealed  the  fact  that  a  large  majority  of  girls 
employed  as  saleswomen  or  in  manufactories  partake  of  nothing 
but  a  slight  lunch  from  breakfast  until  supper,  frequently  not 
even  that.  One  of  our  officers,  standing  near  the  counter  of  a 
large  retail  dry  goods  store,  overheard  the  following  conversa¬ 
tion  :  “  What  are  you  going  to  have  for  dinner  ?”  “  A  couple 

of  doughnuts,”  was  the  answer.  “I  cannot  afford  to  get  any,” 
replied  another.  “Nor  I,”  said  the  third;  “and  I  came 
away  in  such  a  hurry  this  morning  that  I  had  time  only  to 
drink  a  cup  of  coffee.” 

We  earnestly  desire  to  be  able  before  the  biting  cold  of  the 
approaching  winter  months,  to  furnish  a  warm  comfortable  meal 
at  a  rate  within  their  scanty  means. 

A  case  that  occurred  some  time  before  our  boarding  house 
was  opened,  will  show  the  necessity  for  temporary  lodging 
rooms  :  A  lady  residing  in  this  city  was  returning  with  her 
husband  in  the  evening  train  from  New  York.  Two  young 
girls  entered  the  cars  at  one  of  the  way  stations;  the  thought¬ 
less,  giddy  conduct  of  one  attracted  the  attention  of  a  man 
seated  in  front  of  them,  and  he  entered  into  conversation  with 
her,  to  the  evident  disapproval  of  her  more  staid  compan- 
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ion.  As  they  were  crossing  to  Walnut  street  wharf,  the  latter 
by  her  manner  in  keeping  close  to  the  lady’s  side,  seemed  to 
seek  protection  or  advice.  At  length  she  said  to  her,  “  Are 
you  a  stranger  in  the  city  ?”  “Oh,  yes,  ma’am  !”  she  replied, 
with  evident  relief;  “  my  friend  and  I  have  come  to  seek  em¬ 
ployment.  I  did  not  know  it  would  be  so  late  when  we  reached 
the  city,  and  we  have  no  place  to  go  for  the  night ;  she  is  going 
somewhere  with  that  man,  but  1  cannot  go  with  them.”  She 
was  taken  to  a  respectable  hotel  near,  given  in  charge  of  the 
landlord,  and  her  lodging  for  the  night  paid.  It  is  for  such 
cases,  occurring  daily,  that  our  lodging  rooms  and  employment 
committee  are  needed. 

Shall  we  not  have  the  sympathy  and  co-operation  of  every 
Christian  woman  in  the  community,  when  the  still  sad  music  of 
humanity  is  thus  sounding  in  our  ears?  Shall  we  be  forced, 
through  want  of  means,  to  stand  idly  by  while  thousands  cry 
aloud  for  help,  or  to  drive  unaided  from  the  door  those  who 
flock  to  us  for  succor  ? 

In  the  words  of  another :  Here  at  our  very  doors  open  great 
avenues  through  which  we  may  walk  like  ministering  angels, 
speaking  good  words,  doing  noble,  womanly  deeds,  which  si  all 
be  like  good  gifts  of  frankincense  and  of  myrrh,  pleasant  and 
acceptable  in  the  sight  of  Hod  the  Father. 

Love,  sympathy,  zeal,  practical  sagacity,  good  common 
sense,  and  personal  piety  are  needed  for  our  work ;  but  the 
beginning  and  end  of  this  work  is  love,  Christ-like  love.  Thus 
only  can  we  fulfil  the  two  great  commandments :  “  Thou  shalt 
love  the  Lord  thy  God  with  all  thy  heart,  and  with  all  thy 
soul,  and  with  all  thy  mind,  and  with  all  thy  strength :  this  is 
the  first  commandment.  And  the  second  is  like,  namely  this — 
Thou  shaft  love  thv  neighbor  as  thyself.  There  is  none  other 
commandment  greater  than  these.”

CHARTER. 


An  Act  to  Incorporate  the  Women’s  Christian  Association  of 

Philadelphia. 

Whereas ,  A  large  number  of  tlie  corporators  under  this  bill  are  married 
women,  and  the  objects  for  which  they  desire  to  be  incorporated  are  not 
comprehended  under  the  general  laws  of  this  Commonwealth,  therefore, 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the 
Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania ,  in  General  Assembly  met ,  and  it  is  hereby 
enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same ,  That  Mrs.  J.  Spencer  Kennard,  Mrs.  A. 
F.  Lex,  Miss  Elizabeth  N.  Brown,  Mrs.  Charles  Scott,  Mrs.  Sarah  G. 
Beck,  Catharine  M.  Shipley,  Mrs.  J.  C.  Hunter  and  their  associates  and 
successors,  be  and  are  hereby  created  and  constituted  a  body  politic  and 
corporate  in  law  under  the  name  and  title  of  the  “Women’s  Christian  Asso¬ 
ciation  of  Philadelphia,”  having  for  its  object  the  temporal,  moral,  and 
religious  welfare  of  women,  especially  young  women  who  are  dependent 
on  their  own  exertions  for  support. 

Section  2.  That  said  corporation  shall  have  authority  to  have  a  common 
and  corporate  seal,  and  by  the  name,  style  and  title  aforesaid  shall  be  able 
and  capable  in  law  and  equity  to  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded 
in  every  court  of  this  Commonwealth  or  elsewhere,  and  have  perpetual  suc¬ 
cession,  and  the  said  corporation  shall  also,  by  the  name,  style  and  title 
aforesaid,  be  able  and  capable  in  law  or  equity  to  take  and  hold  either  by 
purchase,  gift,  grant,  devise,  deed,  lease  or  otherwise  however,  any  lands, 
tenements,  hereditaments  or  real  estate  for  the  use  of  said  Association,  and 
to  accept  and  hold  any  goods,  chattels,  sum  or  sums  of  money  by  gift, 
grant,  bargain  and  sale,  will,  devise  or  bequest  from  any  person  or  persons, 
or  bodies  corporate,  whomsoever  capable  of  making  the  same  ;  and  the  said 
property,  whether  real  or  personal,  at  pleasure  to  lease,  grant,  bargain  or 
sell  and  dispose  of  for  the  use  of  the  said  association.  Provided ,  however , 
That  the  said  Association  shall  not,  at  any  time,  hold  or  absolutely  possess 
property  or  estate,  real,  personal  or  mixed,  producing  more  than  the  net 
annual  income  of  twelve  thousand  dollars. 

Section  3.  That  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  said  Association  to 
ordain  and  establish  and  put  in  execution  such  by-laws,  rules  and  regula¬ 
tions  as  may  be  necessary  and  proper  for  the  government  of  the  said  cor- 
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poration,  not  being  inconsistent  with  this  charter  or  the  Constitution  and 
laws  of  this  State,  or  of  the  United  States,  and  to  elect  and  choose  such 
officers  as  may  be  necessary  to  manage  its  affairs. 

Section  4.  That  the  duties  and  rights  of,  and  what  shall  constitute  a 
membership  of  said  corporation,  the  powers,  duties,  number  and  functions 
of  the  officers  thereof,  the  mode  of  supplying  vacancies  in  offices,  the  times 
of  meeting  of  said  corporation,  whether  annual  or  special,  and  of  its  officers, 
and  for  the  election  of  officers,  the  number  that  shall  constitute  a  quorum 
thereof  respectively  at  any  such  meetings,  the  qualifications  of  members, 
and  the  cause  which  shall  justify  their  exclusion,  together  with  the  manner 
of  effecting  the  same,  and  the  mode  and  manner  in  which  the  property  of 
said  corporation  shall  be  granted,  bargained,  mortgaged,  aliened,  enfeoffed 
and  disposed  of,  and  such  other  matters  and  things  that  may  lawfully  ap¬ 
pertain  to  the  well  being  and  management  of  said  corperation,  shall  be 
regulated  by  the  by-laws  and  ordinances  of  the  said  corporation.

CONSTITUTION 


ARTICLE  I. 

NAME. 

This  Society  shall  be  called  “The  Women’s  Christian  Association  of 
Philadelphia.” 


ARTICLE  II. 

OBJECT. 

The  object  of  this  Association  shall  be  the  temporal,  moral  and  religious 
welfare  of  women,  especially  young  women,  who  are  dependent  on  their 
own  exertions  for  support. 


ARTICLE  III. 

MEMBERSHIP. 

Any  woman  who  is  a  member  in  regular  standing  of  an  Evangelical 
Church,  may  become  an  Active  Member  of  this  Association  by  the  pay¬ 
ment  of  one  dollar  annually.  Active  Members  only  shall  have  the  right  to 
vote,  and  be  eligible  to  office.  Any  woman  of  good  moral  character  may 
become  an  Associate  Member  by  the  payment  of  one  dollar  annually.  Life 
Members  may  be  constituted  by  the  payment  of  twenty  dollars  at  any  one 
time,  subject  to  the  foregoing  qualifications  and  restrictions. 

ARTICLE  IY. 

OFFICERS. 

The  officers  of  this  Association  shall  consist  of  a  President,  six  Vice- 
Presidents,  Corresponding  Secretary,  Recording  Secretary,  Treasurer,  and 
Assistant  Treasurer. 


ARTICLE  Y. 

BOARD  OF  MANAGERS. 

The  Board  of  Managers  shall  be  elected  annually,  and  shall  consist  of  the 
officers  of  the  Association,  together  with  three  persons  from  each  church, 
selected  from  the  members  of  the  Association. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

DUTIES  OF  THE  BOARD. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  assisted  by  the  members 
of  the  Association,  to  seek  out  women  taking  up  their  residence  in  Phila- 
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delphia,  and  endeavor  to  bring  them  under  moral  and  religious  influences, 
by  aiding  them  in  the  selection  of  suitable  boarding  places  and  employ¬ 
ment,  by  introducing  them  to  the  members  and  privileges  of  this  Associa¬ 
tion,  encouraging  their  attendance  at  some  place  of  worship,  and  by  every 
means  in  their  power,  surrounding  them  with  Christian  associates.  It  shall 
be  their  duty  also  to  exert  themselves  to  interest  the  churches  to  which 
they  respectively  belong  in  the  objects  and  welfare  of  this  Association,  to 
induce  all  suitable  women  to  connect  themselves  with  it,  and  to  use  all 
practicable  means  for  increasing  its  activity  and  usefulness. 

ARTICLE  VII. 

MEETINGS. 

Meetings  of  the  Association  shall  be  held  on  the  second  Wednesday  in 
January,  April,  June,  and  October,  respectively;  that  in  October  being  the 
Annual  Meeting,  at  which  shall  occur  the  election  of  Officers  and  Board  of 
Managers. 

Meetings  of  the  Board  of  Managers  shall  be  held  on  the  second  Wednes¬ 
day  of  each  month. 

Special  Meetings  may  be  called  at  the  request  of  any  five  Managers,  or 
whenever  the  President  shall  direct. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 

QUORUM. 

Fifteen  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum  of  the  Association,  and  seven 
members  a  quorum  of  the  Board  of  Managers. 

ARTICLE  IX. 

VACANCIES. 

All  vacancies  may  be  filled  by  a  vote  of  the  Board  of  Managers. 

ARTICLE  X. 

AMENDMENTS. 

This  Constitution,  excepting  Article  III.,  may  be  altered  or  amended  at  a 
regular  meeting  of  the  Association  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  members 
present,  provided  due  notice  shall  have  been  given  of  such  intended  change 
at  the  preceding  quarterly  meeting  of  the  Association. 


BY-LAWS. 


i. 

The  Order  of  Business  for  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Managers  shall  be  as 
follows  : 

1.  All  meetings  of  the  Board  shall  be  opened  with  devotional  exercises. 

2.  Calling  the  roll. 

3.  Beading  and  approval  of  minutes. 

4.  Reports  of  Treasurer  and  Corresponding  Secretary. 

5.  Reports  of  Executive  and  Standing  Committees. 

6.  Reports  of  Special  Committees. 

1.  Miscellaneous  business. 


II. 

The  President,  or,  in  her  absence,  a  Vice-President,  or  some  one  chosen 
by  the  meeting,  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Association  and  Board 
of  Managers. 

The  President  shall  be,  ex-officio,  a  member  of  all  committees. 

III. 

The  Corresponding  Secretary  shall  be  the  organ  of  the  Association,  in 
its  conference  with  the  public ;  she  shall  record  all  letters  written  by  her 
in  a  book  kept  for  the  purpose,  and  shall  prepare  the  annual  report. 

IV. 

The  Recording  Secretary  shall  keep  the  minutes  of  all  meetings  of  the 
Board  and  Association,  notify  all  officers  of  their  election,  and  committees 
of  their  appointment,  and  keep  a  complete  record  of  the  name,  residence, 
and  particular  church  of  each  member. 

V. 

The  Treasurer  shall  have  charge  of  the  funds  of  the  Association,  and 
disburse  the  same  under  the  direction  of  the  Board,  all  orders  being  signed 
by  the  President. 

Before  entering  on  the  duties  of  her  office,  she  shall  give  bonds  with 
security,  to  be  approved  by  the  President  and  Vice-Presidents,  in  the  sum 
of -  dollars,  for  the  faithful  performance  of  said  office. 
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Two  suitable  persons  shall  be  chosen  by  the  Board,  to  audit  the  Treas¬ 
urer's  account  for  the  current  year. 

The  Assistant  Treasurer  shall  keep  a  list  of  donors,  and  a  complete  record 
of  the  name,  residence,  and  particular  church  of  each  member,  collect 
all  moneys  due  therefrom  to  the  Association,  and  pay  the  same  to  the 
Treasurer. 


VI. 

The  officers  of  the  Association,  together  with  the  chairmen  of  the  stand¬ 
ing  committees,  shall  constitute  an  Executive  Committee,  whose  duty  it 
shall  be  to  act  for  the  Board,  and  suggest  such  measures  as  they  may  deem 
expedient.  Their  proceedings  shall  be  subject  to  the  approval  of  the 
Board. 

This  committee  shall  meet  upon  its  own  adjournment,  or  at  the  call  of  its 
chairman,  and  five  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

VII. 

Any  member  of  the  Board  absent  from  three  consecutive  meetings,  with¬ 
out  presenting  sufficient  cause,  will  be  considered  as  having  resigned. 

The  name,  residence,  and  denomination  of  a  candidate  for  election  must 
be  presented  in  writing,  to  the  Nominating  Committee,  one  week  previous 
to  a  regular  meeting  of  the  Board. 


FORM  OF  BEQUEST. 


I  give  and  bequeath  to  “  The  Women’s  Christian  Association  op  Phila¬ 
delphia,”  a  corporation  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Pennsylvania,  the 
sum  of  dollars,  to  be  applied  to  the  uses  and 

purposes  of  said  Association.
